Colebank Knoxville, Tennessee, died 
the Ft. Sanders Regional Medical Center 
September 11, 1997, the age 91. 

Considered one the world’s fore- 
most authorities Guernseys, Colebank 
enjoyed national reputation chief 
classifier from 1954 1971. performed 
78.6 percent the total type classifica- 
tions recorded the first years the 
Type Appraisal Program, scoring 228,508 
individual cow ratings 6,274 herds. 

According Ernie Berousek Yukon, 
Oklahoma, “Lawrence was one the best 
classifiers through the years and probably 
changed the Guernsey cow into more prof- 
itable cow, emphasizing upstanding 
open-rib type animal. Lawrence did the 
job that one else that time could have 
done for the Guernsey breed evaluating 
Guernsey cows and sharing with breeders 
his standards for what the Guernsey cow 
should look like without showing any bi- 

Lawrence Colebank grew rural 
Shelby County Tennessee. was here 
that his preference for the Guernsey breed 
developed. Lawrence and his family lived 
near famous Guernsey farm that produced 
milk for their owner, the Gayoso, promi- 
nent Memphis hotel. 

attended high school one the 
Shelby County schools that offered voca- 
tional agriculture courses. After graduating 
from high school 1924, Colebank applied 
the University Tennessee, only 
denied admission because low geom- 
etry score had received. However, that 
did not stop this determined young man. 
Armed with Class high school diploma, 
Colebank was allowed enter the univer- 
sity trial basis. did not take him long 
prove himself worthy the college ad- 
mission. During his freshman year, 
Colebank received the Alpha Zeta trophy 
for having the highest grade point average. 

After graduating from the University 
Tennessee with major dairying, 
Colebank taught for six years Martin Jun-

ior College. 1934, joined the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service assistant 
county agent for Madison County, Tennes- 
see, until 1939. then became the assis- 
tant 4-H Club specialist Knoxville, Ten- 
nessee, handling most the livestock 
projects for the next nine years. Through 
Colebank’s networking with purebred as- 
sociations and business groups, was ef- 
fective getting around 1,800 heifers for 
distribution and sale junior dairymen. 
1945, Colebank became dairy spe- 
cialist promoting dairy production 
important revenue source for Tennessee 
farmers. Colebank’s efforts this area did 
not unnoticed. 1954, was named 
the Man the Year Service Tennessee 
Agriculture the Progressive Farmer 
magazine. was this time his life when 
Colebank followed his childhood love and 
began his career Guernsey appraiser. 
The fact that Colebank was tough ap- 
praiser well known; however, based 
his reputation being fair and accurate. 
Breeders also credited him with being 
outstanding educator taking his time 
discuss their Guernseys constructive 
ways and also encouraging them strive 
for improvement. His reputation does not 
fail him. “Lawrence was one the great- 
est teachers all time. Much what 
know about dairy cows learned from him.

When Colebank retired from the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Association 1971, the 
Lawrence Colebank Scholarship Fund 
was formed. Each year, funds are awarded 
the National Outstanding Guernsey Youth 
winner and the high overall individuals 
the three national 4-H dairy judging con- 
tests. These awards are used for ei- 
ther undergraduate study accredited 
university purchase registered 
Guernsey. 

1994, Colebank was honored the 
American Guernsey Association with 
homecoming the National Guernsey 
Show Louisville, Kentucky. Here many 
breeders from across the United States 
greeted their friend, expressing their appre- 
ciation for what the retired appraiser had 
done for the breed. Says Dave Cochard 
Union, Missouri, “Lawrence Colebank has 
always been idol mine. always en- 
joyed his attitude, his wit, his humor and 
his knowledge. Linda and are thankful that 
Lawrence could experience the 1994 Na- 
tional Guernsey Show, and vice-versa, that 
the 1994 National Guernsey Show could ex- 
perience Lawrence Colebank. All our lives 
were sure enriched his presence there.”
